WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (UP)— 
The Government set aside more 
steel capacity for defense pyr- 
poses today in a move which 
means less of the metal will go 
into automobiles, refrigerators 
and other civilian uses. 


At the same time, it announced 
a strict allocations system for 
tungsten, which is used to harden 
steel, to reserve additional 
amounts for emergency produc- 
tion. Tungsten also is used in pig- 
ments and inks. 


The steel order was an amend- 
ment to a previous National Pro- 
duction Authority regulation 
which guaranteed non-defense 
consumers 75 to 95 per cent of 
normal steel production. 

New Requirenient. 

This is reduced now to 65 per 
cent in sorhe cases, such as hot 
rolled bars used in ammunition 
shells 

Producers of these types of 
steel are required under the new 
order to accept defense orders 
covering up to 35 per cent of 
their normal capacity. 

The order also broadens NPA’s 
control over steel production in 
these ways: ~- 

1. Establishing specific in- - 
ventory tontrols on most types 
of steel for producers and fab- 
ricators. In the case of steel 
products, the inventory limit is 
a 45-day supply. For pig iron, 
it is a 30-day supply. 

2. Adding several ferrous— 
or iron—items to the list of 
steel mill products governed by 
the original regulation. 

. Protecting steel producers 
by . establishing minimum or- 
ders which they must accept. 

4. Lengthening the time be- 
tween the day an order is re- 
ceived and the day it must be 
delivered. 

Tungsten Controls. 

Tungsten was brought under al- 
location control because China 
and Korea were the most import- 
ant sources of tungsten ore. NPA 
Administrator William H. Harri- 
son ‘said the supply in sight for 
1951 is “considerably less than 
normal.” 

Large quantities of tungsten 
are used in making special alloys 
of metal for jet propulsion. 

The order provides for alloca- 
tion beginning March 1 of all 
forms of tungsten, based on es- 
sential needs, except tungsten 
ores and concentrates and tung- 
sten scrap. It also calls for the 
use of substitutes wherever pos- 
sible and limits use of tungsten 
for special purposes. 

Other Developments. ’ 

As mobilization momentum 
picked up, there were these other 
developments: 

1. A price freeze order is ex- 
pected to be issued before the 
end of the week. A plan ready 
for action ‘is to stabilize dif- 
ferent prices at different Jan- 
uary levels, industry by indus- 
try.

St. Louis, County Have 24,346 
Civilians Working for 
Government. 


Missouri has 43,621 of the na- 
tion’s nearly 2,000,000 Federal 
civilian employes reported yester- 
day by the Joint Committee on 
Reduction of Non-Essential Fed- 
eral Expenditures. 

St. Louis and St. Louis county 
were reported to have a total of 
24,346 while Carter county was at 
the bottom of the list with only 
14. After St. Louis came Jackson 
county, which includes Kansas 
City, with 8893. Other counties 
and the number of civilians on 
the Federal payroll include: 
Greene, 1306; Cole, 1187: Buchan- 
an, 427; Jasper, 253. and Pettis, 96. 
The St. Louis Administration 
Center represents probably the 
largest group among the 24,346 
reported in St. Louis and St. 
Louis _ county, federal officials 
here said. 

Other large federal agencies 
here include the Post Office, the

Despite inflation and unsettled 
international conditions, a simi- 
lar increase throughout the nation 
was shown in the annual report 
of John Price Jones Co., Inc., of 
New York, fund-raising and pub- 
lic relations consultants. The na- 
tional total rose from $285,451,- 
152 to $399,832,671 

The report, however, does not 
record all philanthropic gifts in 
the country, but shows the trends 
in eight urban areas which usual- 
ly have had the highest totals.

TAFT THREATENS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP)— 
The great debate over troops-to- 
Europe appeared to be simmering 
down to one question: How

largely on what Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower has to say when he 
returns at the end of the month 
from a survey visit to European 
capitals. 

In the meantime, Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, -threatened to carry 
to the Senate floor his fight to 
limit the number of American 
troops in the European defense 


ine. | 

Taft, who heads the Republican 
policy committee, said yesterday 
that he was willing to send some 
troops but he thinks this nation 
should depend for security on 
“absolute control of the sea and 
the air.” 

Today he told reporters if the 
Foreign Relations Committee 
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failed to put a foot-soldier limita- 
tion in proposed new legislation,. 
he would fight to amend the 
measure in the Senate itself. 

“I don’t think anyone will 
know until Gen. Eisenhower 
makes his report just what the 
limitation should be or whether 
it should be made in the form 
of a ceiling on the number of 
divisions or in the form of a 
percentage limit on-the Ameri- 
can contribution,” Taft said.

But 
I don’t think any civilian should 
say when or how we should with- 
draw. That’s up to the military. 

‘Q.—Do the Chinese really want 
to drive us out of Korea now? 

A—No. I don’t think they 
seriously want us to get out or 
Will seriously try to get us out. 
It’s in the interests of the Com- 
munists to tie us down there so 
‘as to have a free hand elsewhere. 

Q.—How about the present 
Chinese withdrawal? 

A.—It’s probably aimed either 
at stretching us out or at not 
forcing us out too quickly. 

Can Hold If We Want To. 
.Q. Could we keep an adequate 
foothold in Korea if we had to? 

A. We can if we want to, if 
there is any point to it. If the 
Chinese were to make a serious 
effort to push us out, it wouldn't 
seem worthwhile for us to make 
the enormous expenditure needed 
to hold on. If nothing else—no 
other situations around the world

Do American policy makers know where they 
are heading in pressing the United Nations 
resolution to condemn Chinese aggression? The 
posturings of Ambassador Austin and the blus- 
tering statements. issued by Deputy Ernest A. 
Gross are no substitute for a ¢lear grasp of 
objectives and alternatives. Our representatives 
unfortunately give little evidence that they have 
thought through all the implications of the 
course they are following. ‘ 

What have we gained, so far? We have gained 
the support of Haiti, the Dominican Republic 
and similar nations. But those whose backing 
would really mean something are conspicuous 
by their silence. The British and the French 
may, go along in the final vote, -but if so-it will 
be with the greatest reluctance. India and most 
of the Asian and Arab nations are even more 
strongly opposed to the American policy. 

We may tell ourselves that it is morally right 
to condemn Chinese aggression, just as the 
U.N. condemned North Korean aggression, but 
the crucial point is whether the U.N. is prepared 
to enforce its condemnation by meaningful col- 
lective measures. Nothing could be plainer 
than that most U.N. members have no intention 
whatever of supporting a war against China or 
even sanctions short of war. Nothing could be 
plainer than that the United States itself ought 
to avoid deeper involvement in Asia in order to 
free its energies for the defense of Europe. 

If the resolution of condemnation is not to be 


followed up, its main effect will probably be td | 


place one more barrier in the way of a peaceful 
settlement in Asia. However remote such a 
settlement may seem at the moment, is the 
adoption of an unenforceable resolution so im- 
portant as to justify creating a serious division 
in the U.N. and straining our ties with our allies? 

Whether we like it or not, the fact remains 
that the U.N. was not organized to cope with 
aggression by a major power. Our Government 
has sought to get around the veto problem by 
organizing collective action through the General 
Assembly. That policy has its merits when gen- 
uinely collective action can be organized. 

But when the Assembly is seriously split, as it 
is in the present case, pushing the policy too 


far presents risks which must be taken into ac- ~ 


count. The U.N. is not an instrument of Ameri- 
can national policy and we should not treat it 
as such, 
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Roscoe Anderson and Frank Carter 

With the deaths of Roscoe Anderson and W. 
Frank Cartér, the community loses two public- 
spirited men of a type always distressingly rare. 
Both men might easily have devoted all their 
time to their private pursuits and have been 
regarded as successful and even distinguished 
citizens. But they earned greater distinction by 
devoting themselves effectively to the public 
service. It is this example which, one hopes, 
will be emulated. 

Both served the Board of Education, a St. 
Louis agency which should always command 
high talent and devotion. Mr. Anderson, con- 


_tinuing his interest in education, served as a 


member and, most recently, as president of the 
Board of Curators of his alma mater, the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, giving much of his time to 
pushing plans for a four-year medical school 
at Columbia. ; 

Always interested in the broader problems of 
the legal profession, he had a prominent part 
in thé establishment of Missouri’s nonpartisan 
court plan. He also was active in advocating the 
elevation of his friend, Wiley Rutledge, to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Besides serving as president of the Board of 
Education, Mr. Carter also was president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. He worked strenuously 
for the approval of the $87,000,000 bond issue 
in 1923 and was chairman of the Citizens’ Bond 
Issue Supervisory Committee. These activities, 
of course, led, among other things, to the city’s 
major improvement, the creation of Memorial 
Plaza. 

We join in the tribute paid today to Rostoe 
Anderson and W. Frank Carter, and we hope 
that their memories will long live as examples 
of that interest in public affairs without which 
a community is doomed to stagnation. 
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Rotarians and the Vatican 

A clarification of the Vatican’s world-wide 
decree forbidding Roman Catholic priests from 
belonging to Rotary International has been ob- 
tained from Rome and distributed by the Chi- 
cago Daily News. Quoting the Rev. Joseph J. 
Sullivan of Washington, press representative of 
the National Catholic Welfare Conference, it is 
explained: First, that the bar applies only to 


membership in Rotary and not to similar or- . 


ganizations such as Kiwanis and the Lions. Sec- 
ond, that the church’s law, while aimed at Ro- 
tary connections in other countries, deals in the 
United States with a Rotary policy of “religious 
indifferentism.” 

As an international theocratic order, the Vat- 
ican is, of course, the agency to make the rules 
for its own clergy. It may also say as it does 
with respect to its lay membership: “The faith- 
ful, must guard against associations which are 
secret, condemned, seditious, suspect or which 
try to escape legitimate church vigilance.” 
These primarily are matters for a church or- 
ganization and its members, including the sur- 
prised and embarrassed Catholic head of Ro- 
tary, Arthur Lagueux of Quebec; Bishop John 
F. Noll, charter member of Rotary at Hunting- 
ton, Ind., and many others.

Democratic aldermen saved the Westchester 


Heights tax-subsidy bill from defeat Friday when / 


they sent it back to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. But they could not deodorize it. It 
still smells, stronger than ever, of special priv- 
ilege, personal interest and indefensible misuse 
of redevelopment legislation.

Harris, whose brother is secretary of the corpo- 
ration which would get a tax subsidy if the bill 
passes, says changes in the ordinance have elim- 
inated all previous objections.

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Matter of Public Morals 


The case against Vance Julian as chairman of 
the Missouri Board of Mediation clearly involves 
conduct in office and public morality, and it is 
time Mr. Julian and Gov. Smith saw it as such. 

Powell Groner, president of the Kansas City 
Public Service Co., says his utility has no moral 
or legal obligation to pay Mr. Julian for his 
work as state agent when the company was 
under official seizure. That is exactly right. 
Mr. Julian was on the State payroll and the 
King-Thompson Act does not authorize private 
payments to him. . ' 

The St. Louis Public Service Co. paid Mr. 
Julian $3000 for “operating” it under seizure. 
We repeat that if this money was an operating 
fee it should have gone to the State, and if it 
was a gift the State Mediator should never have 
accepted it. 

Mr. Julian’s receipt of this money, and his 
efforts to get a job from two St. Leuis unions 
even while he was supposed to be mediating 
their labor disputes, cast such suspicion on his 
objectivity and impartiality as to disqualify him 
for his office. Influential Democratic Senators 
are urging Gov. Smith to withdraw Julian’s 
nomination for the mediation post. One leading 
Senator says, “It is not a matter of politics, it 
is a matter of public morals.” 

The Governor can withdraw the nomination, 
or Mr. Julian can ask that it be withdrawn. 
Either way, the evidence is that the Legislature 
will be happy to drop the Julian case. And it 
should be dropped at once. 
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How Bill Cook Became a Killer 


Bill Cook, the 23-year-old Missourian who 
killed Mr. and Mrs. Carl Mosser, of Atwood, 
Ill., and their three children, is a horrible 
example of the failure of the probation and 
parole system in this state. 

We hold no brief for this young man. The 
crime of which he stands accused, and which he 
has confessed, is the work of a brute unfit to 
live among civilized people. But it is also the 
crime of a society which brutalized him almost 
from infaney. For more than seven years now 
he has been having serious brushes with the law. 
All that time, the police, the courts, the parole 
officers, the reform schools, the penal institu- 
ions, the people he lived among, have made 
no effective effort to reclaim him. 

That is why a real use of probation and parole 
is being urged upon St. Louis and Missouri. A 
survey of the St. Louis criminal courts by in- 
vestigators from the National Probation and 
Parole Association showed that these procedures 
for human reclamation are hollow formalities 
here. The Bar Association, the St. Louis Crime 
Commission, the Circuit Judges and Mayor 
Darst all favor providing the manpower and the 
money that will help make the system work. 
Only when adequate provision is made will we 
be on the way to safeguarding the lives of inno- 
cent people like the Carl Mossers, by controlling 
and reshaping the lives of people like Bill Cook.

A General’s Object Lesson 


A careful study of Maj. Gen. Emmett O’Don- 
nell’s remarks at his recent press conference at 
March Air Force Base would be a profitable 
exercise for future. generations of West Point 
cadets. It would teach them what generals ought 
not to say. 

His most serious blunder, of course, was his 
demand that the atomic bomb be dropped in 
China. Entirely aside from the question of 
whether or not the bomb should be used, this 
is a major policy matter of the utmost delicacy. 
It has to be settled by the politicians and states- 
men of the world, not by military men who, 
like other unelected specialized experts, essen- 
tially are only hired hands paid to carry out 
grave policy decisions, not to make them. 

But he did not stop with that bit of grist for 
the Kremlin’s propaganda mill. He talked of 
“putting the lash” to the Chinese as though they 
were Oriental field laborers overseen by an 
Uncle Sam with a whip. Few Orientals will look 
with favor on such a picture. 

Then he insulted the many members of the 
United Nations who oppose use of the atomic 
bomb by calling them “knotheads.” And having 
done everything he could to estrange from us as 
many potential allies as possible in case Korea 
does degenerate into a full-scale war, he then 
proceeded to claim that “this is an all-out war. 
This is a global war.” 

That it most certainly is not. It is a limited 
action designed to achieve specific objectives, 
the most important of which is precisely avoid- 
ance of all-out war. If Gen. O’Donnell and 
others of his kind will only emulate Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s discretion, perhaps we can achieve that 
goal,

Public Apathy Hobbles Civil Defense 


The Mirror 
of 
Public’ Opinion 


With a Russian atomic bomb likely to explode over any American 
city at any moment, the people are asleep to their peril, member 
of Congress says; he blames their local leaders for their atti- 
tude; holds we must prepare now without further delay. 


From a Speech by Representative William P. Bolton 
of Maryland in the House of Representatives. 


My primary purpose in making these 
remarks is to awaken in the minds of our 
civilian population the real danger of 
atomic attack. 


Responsibility rests on the leaders of 
our society in local communities to im- 
press upon their people the necessity of 
establishing at once a civil-defense pro- 
gram in order to minimize as far as 
possible a sudden devastating attack 
against the United States. 


The apathy of our people is interfering 
with this program in most of our commu- 
nities. 


It has been reported that the President 
of the United States has said that Russia 
had 45 atomic bombs early in 1950. It has 
also been said that we have 10 times that 
many atomic bombs. But it would be 
scant comfort to the people of any of our 
large cities if the Russians got through 
with even one bomb, and found our people 
lacking in adequate civilian-defense prepa- 
ration. 


High Civilian Casualties 


Should Russia decide to strike, we can 
feel confident she will not give us any 
- advance notice, and that is why it is so 
vitally important that our civilian popu- 
lation get about the job of planning for 
our future safety without delay. 


Casualties among civilians during the 
next war will, in all probability, far ex- 
ceed those in the enlisted personnel of 
the armed services. Facing cold realities, 
World War III is not only a possibility 
but a real probability, and atomic bombs 
could come crashing down on the heads 
of our civilian. population without a mo- 
ment’s warning. 


Suppose a bomb were to crash on Bal- 
timore today—Baltimore is typical of any 
city in the United States—wiping ‘out 
some 200,000 to 300,000 of its citizens, a 
large percentage of our doctors and 
nurses, destroying our hospitals, our light 
and power facilities, and abolishing the 
water system. 

How would we act? 

What would we do? 

Who would bring order out of chaos? 

Who would co-ordinate rescue _ ac- 
tivities? : 

Where would we get water to drink? 

What could we do to protect ourselves 
.from the hazards of radioactivity? 

Atomic scientists say that practically all 
persons within a half mile of the explosion 


would meet-instant death; of those within 
a radius of one mile from the explosion, 


50 per cent would be killed; and on out to 


a radius of two miles, where comparatively 
few would lose their lives. 

One hears such remarks as, “Well, I live 
three miles from the closest large plant, 
or from the pert of Baltimore, so it is 
unlikely that my home would be affected.” 


We must realize, however, that a few 
seconds’ mistake in timing might mean 
that the bomb would be dropped several 
miles from the proposed target, so those 
of us who live within an area of as much 
as 15 or 20 miles from the target might 
become atomic-bomb victims through an 
error on the part of some pilot. 


Leaders Fail in Duty 


I am hopeful that our radar screen will 
pick up any approaching enemy planes. 
However, it is almost inconceivable to 
think that none could get to their target. . 

Of course, our people would become 
aroused in the event of attack, but then it 
would be too late. 


And yet, notwithstanding the fact that 
we are facing this startling situation and 
the gravest crisis in all history, our people, 
in many instances, go drifting on, seeming- 
ly indifferent to the possibility of impend- 
ing disaster. 

This condition exists only because the 
leaders in civic, church and other en- 
déavors are not doing their duty in im- 
pressing upon our people the seriousness 
of the situation. 

Korea has certainly unmasked Com- 
munism of its propaganda-painted peace- 
loving pretension. We certainly know now 
that the Communists will go to war if 
necessary to attain their objective of world 
conquest. 

The fact that the Soviet Union stood 
ready to assist Communist China in the 
push in Korea clearly demonstrates that it 
is prepared now to risk a war between the 
free peoples of the world and the Com- 
munist-dominated nations. No, World War 
III is not impossible but a real probability, 
and the sooner we realize it, the better. 


Bird’s-Eye Conviction 


Do you think it reasonable to assume 
that Russia will wait until we arm Europe 
and prepare for her defeat? Is it not 
possible that she will feel that in the 
interest of her own self-defense she should 
strike before we are ready? 

A bird's-eye view of this horrible situa- 
tion will certainly convince any reasonable 
mind that preparedness on the part of our 
population should be a matter of para- 
mount importance. 

Let us all do what we can to impress 
upon our people in every city, hamlet, 
and town the urgent necessity of perfect- 
‘ing their civil-defense programs.

U.S. at Disadvantage.

when, because the retreat is 
ended, the United States has 
nothing much to gain by a cease- 
fire. Mr. Chou En-lai in his note 
is very conscious of the fact that 
he has something ¢o sell—namely 
the cease-fire—and that he can 
exact a good price for it only 
while our forces are still re- 
treating. 

“It must be pointed out,” he 
says, “that the principle of a 
cease-fire first and negotiations 
afterward would only help the 
United States to maintain and 
extend its aggression, and could 
never lead to genuine peace.” Be- 
cause the American negotiating 
power is smallest while our army 
is retreating under fire, the Chi- 
nese foreign minister wants to 
“negotiate’—by which he means 
to get his maximum price—first 
and to grant a cease-fire only 
afterwards. 


' This is*an admission that once 
the fighting inside Korea has 
ended, Peiping’s power to nego- 
tiate about the future of the Far 
East will be less than it is now. 
It will still, it should be said 
quickly, be very great. But it will 
be the power to negotiate and 
not, as Mr. Chou En-lai would 
like to have it, the power to dic- 
tate a settlement after an uncon- 
ditional surrender. 


For Military Stalemate.

Immediately 
ahead of us is an unresolved 
muddle about staying in Korea, 
denouncing Red China as an ag- 
gressor, and fighting a “limited” 
war. The muddle is in the minds 
of those State Department offic- 
ials who: want the army to stay 
in Korea and want also to boy-, 
cott, blockade, and perhaps even 
to bomb and invade the Chinese 
mainland. 


War With China. 


These gentlemen should under- 
stand quickly, before they make 
another and even bigger blunder 
than they made in October, that 
they must choose between staying 
in Korea and having a war with 
China. I myself think we should 
do neither of these things. But 
what is certain is that we cannot 
do both of them. 

No one has a right to assume 
that we can blockade China, much 
less bomb and invade her, without 
the intervention of the Soviet 
Union. Were the Soviet Union to 
intervene, our army in Korea 
could easily be destroyed and lost. 

And, so, if Mr. Acheson really 
thinks it is a good idea to have 
a war with China, then it would 
be an. inexcusable blunder not to 
get our army—which must be the 
nucleus of our new army—out of 
the Korean trap. Anyone who pro- 
posts to keep the army in Korea 
and at the same time to have a 
war with China should have his 
head examined. 

Remembering the position of 
that army, I find it hard to get 
much emotional satisfaction and 
relief out of the latest .goings-on 
in the United Nations. They re- 
mind me of what went on at the 
end of September when Mr. Ache- 
son ordered Mr. Austin to mount 
his white charger and lead the 
hosts of righteousness across the 
Thirty-eighth Parallel.

BENJAMIN STOLBERG, WRITER 
ON LABOR, ECONOMICS, DIES 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22 (AP) — 
Benjamin Stolberg, writer on la- 
bor and economic affairs, died 
last night. He was 59 years old. 

His books include “The Story 
of the CIO,” “The Collapse of 
American Communism,” “Tailor’s 
Progress-History of Women Gar- 
ment Workers,” and “The Eco- 
nomic Consequences of the New 
Deal” which he co-authored with 
Warren Jay Vinton. 

A native of Munich, Germany, 
Stolberg came to the United 
States in 1908. He became a col- 
lege sociology ,teacher, was in 
charge of vocational placement 
for the Chicago public schools in 
1922-22, served as acting editor 
of the journal of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen, and in 
1928 he was named an associate 
editor of “The Bookman.” He 
was chairman of the New York 
League for Industrial Democracy 
from 1925 to 1927. 

He went to Mexico in 1937 as 
a member of an international 
commission of inquiry into the 
charges made against Leon Trot- 
sky in the Moscow trials.

The new figures show a 7 per 
cent gain in total output from 
1949 to 1950. This allowed for 
a 1.6 per cent price climb. The 
old figures, with no adjustment 
for price changes, show a 9.5 per 
cent gain. 

Under the old method of figur- 
ing, the 1950 gross national prod- 
uct was estimated at 280 billion. 
The new method trims it to 153 
billion. 

In terms of 1939 dollars, the 
department data shows total out- 
lays on consumer goods rose 
from $62,200,000,000 in 1929 to 
102 billion in 1949, business out- 
lays for investments rose from 
$14,900,000,000 to $17,700,000,000, 
and goods and services bought by 
federal, state and local govern- 
ments climbed from $7,900,000,- 
000 to $22,000,000,000.

Take Care of Yourself 
Balanced Diet Is Vital 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


FAT man in the cafeteria 
line the other day helped 
himself to corn sticks, pota- 
toes, macaroni and cheese, two 
biscuits, apple pie, and a cup of 
black coffee. There was no mys- 
tery about the cause of his obesity 
when you Saw the foods he se- 
lected. His meal was about the 
most unbalanced one obtainable. 
It contained a great deal of 
food energy from carbohydrates 
with only very little protein for 
tissue building and few of the 
mineral and vitamin elements 
found in the green and yellow 
vegetables and dairy products. 
Fortunately, it was the noon meal 
and he had the rest of the day 
to work off some of this large 
load of starches and sugars. By 
walking 36 miles, he could elimi- 
nate one pound of body tissue— 
if he could walk that distance 
without keeling over. 
* * * 


OUR BODIES CAN do a won- 
derful job with any kind of food 
intake, converting some kinds of 
food into others. Thus, fog a short 
time, an unbalanced diet produces 
no damage. But there are limits. 
Your body cannot manufacture 
some of the accessory food fac- 
tors without the raw materials nor 
make minerals when none are 
eaten. While your tissues are 
marvelous factories, they cannot 
make something out of nothing. 

It is even more chilling to see 
a mother go through a cafeteria 
with a boy of eight or 10 years, 
selecting his foods for him. 
one appalling instance, the moth- 
er selected baked beans, potatoés, 
apple pie, and grape pop for her 
youngster. This again was an all 
carbohydrate diet completely 
lacking the essential calcium and 
protein of milk, the vitamins and 
minerals from green and yellow 
vegetables and enough protein 
from some such source as cottage 
cheese or meat or egg. This boy 
will get the idea that such a diet 
is ideal because everything his 
mother picked for him tastes 
good and neither he nor his moth- 
er realize the lack of necessary 
body building materials. 5

milk and milk products; (5) meat, 
poultry, fish, eggs or dried beans, 
cottage cheese, nuts or peanut 
butter; (6) whole grain or en- 
riched bread and cereals; (7) but- 
ter or margarine fortified with 
added vitamin A. If one or two 
servings of foods from each of 
the seven food groups are eaten 
each day, you will be on a bal- 
anced diet and giving your body 
all the different materials it 
needs. 


Scientists, doctors and nutri- 
tion workers have not found any 
reason to believe that there ‘is 
any harm in eating foods from all 
these groups at a single meal.

ANOTHER ARTICLE, published 
in a recent issue of the Nation 
by Richard Neuberger, Oregon 
state senator, suggests that at the 
present time the different organ- 
ized groups representing the peo- 
ple of the United States carry a 
very heavy responsibility.

iteville road, two or three

Q how the name Penelope is

A. The name Penelope is of 
Greek origin, and it means 
“weaver.”
